The old Brown block, on thé cor­ 
n er of First street an d Galen a aven ­ 
ue, which the Dixon Nation al ban k 
purchased from tin “ Crabtree estate 
tor $30,(too, will be completely razed 
even to the foun d ation , 
which win 
la n y11 out, an d a n ew structure will 
be built upon rein forced con crete an d 
steel foun d ation s. 
Cost $70,1100. 
The approximate cost of Hie build 
in g will be $7<>,0(in , which, in ad d i 
tion lo Hie price paid for the 
old 
property, will make the corn er worth

Five Stories. 
The build in g will comprise a base­ 
men t ;md five stories. 
The main 
lloor will be occupied by the ban k, 
which will therein have twice 
the
